Book of Genesis Was 
Translated and Printed 
in Toronto in 1835 — 
Missionary's Work

Looking back over a period of 140 
years to the days when John Grave*; 
Simcoe was establishing the capital 
of Upper Canada In our Royal Town 
of York, it- arouses a smile to re¬ 
member that London was also 
seriously considered as a favorable 
site, chiefly because with the sta¬ 
tioning of a military force there, a 
wedge would be driven between the 
Indians of the Grand Valley district 
and those farther west. Simcoe 
sometimes a little dubious concern¬ 
ing the loyalty of the native tribes. 
Tclt some apprehension about the 
safety of the white colonists and 
their* settlements, and the possibility 
of ail uprising, to this military gov¬ 
ernor. would be a vital considera¬ 
tion in the selection of the site of 
his capital. 

For in Simcoe’s time, and for 
many years later, the Indians were 
a force to be reckoned with, even 
numerically, when the white settlers 
were so few and far between. More¬ 
over, these children of the wilder¬ 
ness. wandering about through the 
forest primeval, were still very close 
to the aboriginal state. Few of 
them spoke English and most of 
them, even in times of peace, could 
revert to the weird native custom^ 
at a moment’s notice. In case cf 
war. the introduction of the white 
men’s firearms and firewater added 
to the pagan ferocity accompanying 
the use of tl\e tomahawk and scalp- 
, ing knife, and made the Indian an 
interesting problem, at least. 

ONE OF THE EARLIEST BOOKS 


BROUGHT UP AS INDIAN 
Hi.s father, being absent on lon*^ 
trip.s through the forest very fre¬ 
quently. Peter and the other chil¬ 
dren were brought up as Indian.' 
taking part in pagan feasts and 
dances and blackening their faces to 
propitiate various gods and familiar 
spirits. In later life, the zeal of 
Peter Jones as a missionary was the 
means of converting many Indians 
to the Christian belief. Another 
memento of this famed pioneer mis¬ 


sionary in the possession of th.? 
writer is a New Testament in the 
Ojibway language, inscribed: 

"Presented to the Re\. D. Sawyer 
from his affectionate cousin, Pete.* 
Jones. 

"Brantford. June, 1851.” 


When the pioneer missionaries, 
therefore, carried the gospel to the 
variou.s tribes, it was necessary to 
have the Scriptures available in the 
native dialects. It is not surpri.sing. 
then, that one of the earliest books 
to be printed In Toronto, one year 
.iftcr its founding, in 1835. should be 
part of Holy Writ in the Indian 
tongue. 

Peter Jone.<. who tran.'tlated It 
was a son of Augustus Jones, one 
of the two surveyors who a.*;.sistcd 
Simcoe in the planning of York an.i 
the founding of the two famou* 
highway.*:. Yonge and Dundas street* 
.\ugustus. a skillcKl surveyor im¬ 
ported from New' York, employcil 
manv Indians to assist him in his 
work, became familiar with their 
language and fascinated by the pic¬ 
turesque life they led. Eventually 
he married an Indian girl, the 
daughter of a chief, and Peter, one 
of several children, was born at 
Burlington on the 1st of January.

If you can possibly 
go, I wish you to prepare drawlut^s ci their school, taken 
from the patterns you have .ith the iraprovcilents you have 
made. But whether you go or not please have the drawings 
ready and have them ready to send up i-y >ro Ryerson when 

he goes. 
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Th® system we hawe adopted here would probably 
be of use In all the stations of glvli^ Instixiotlon by 
answering their Questions* On Oabbath afternoon they oooe 
prepared for the purpose - the children with their Testa¬ 
ments* They riso one by one, name the book, chapter, and 
Terse, then read it and put t oir questions* The Brothers 
and istors ask throu^jh the Interpreter Junday* "’he 
following questions 'vrre lately proposed, ”f/ho took care 
of Moses after e v^as taken from the water?", "Why did tiiey 
make toseph a ooat of nuny ooluurs?"* "i.'het moan tVie foil!ah 
and wise virgins?’’, "How are e born again?", eto* This 
affords us a good opportunity of teaching them the provid¬ 
ence of fJod, the influence of grace, the care of parents, 
the duty of children, etc., etc*

Onr absence yesterday at the Credit, in attending 
the funeral of Christieen, v;i: e of !tr. John Jones, 
brother of ciitr ’'’ev. P. Jones, has precluded a part of 
our editorial observations of to-day, li's. Jones died 
on Sunday last, after a few days’ illness, from confine¬ 
ment, in the 28th year of her age - having been 10 years 
a witness and a practical illustration o; the power of 
grace upon tlie Indian heart.

The 
Indian children then commeViced exhibiting in a pleasing 
manner their improvement - Arst oy sinring Doth in 
English and Indian, th( n oy r^^ainr, spelling, reciting 
the Lord's Prayer and Ten Co^tmaMments.

The third step was the conversion of an Indian youth, 
named(Peter Jone^^ He was born on the heights of Burling¬ 


ton Bay, Canada West, January Ist, 1802. His father, 
Augustus Jones, v/as a surveyor, and in exploring the 
forest became iiitimate with two Indian women. After 
hearing the Lethodist preachers, he was converted. He 
put away one of the women, the mother of Peter, who went 
off with her tribe, and married the other, a daughter of 
a chief of the Ojelway Indiaiis. The child was brought 
up by the ..other in the euetoms and superstitions of her 
people. For fourteen years, he lived in and V(jandered about 
the woods Virith the tribe in Caiiada and United States. 

He was named Kahkewaquonaby, which means, sacred waving

feathers, referring to feathers plucked from the eagle, 

He was taught to v.se the Low and arrow, and afterwards v/as 
expert with the (_,un, and also in the use of the canoe and 
spear to cjtch fish. ^In iLlo, however his father sent 
hiia for nine months to an English school, in the township 
of Saltfleet, whe e he was taught to reed, v/rita and 
cypher. Ilis family now ;..oved from the head of the lake 
Ontario to the Grand River, andfsettled a.mong the Lohawks,

In IbhO, he was baptized in the I.lohav^k church, at the desire 


of his father and began to think the Christian religion 
true. But when he saw the v/hites get drunk, quarrel, fight.

and cheat the poor Indiana, he thought the Indian a religion 
the beat. Though a wild Indian youth, he never fell into 
the vice of drunkenesa. In 16£B, he worked at bricki:iaking 
in-the aunmer, and went to achool in the winter. In the 
spring of lb2S, he lived with hia father, and worked on 
hia farm, near the Nohawk village.
